Longer W age Contracts Unsound

EK suggestion has some- 

times been made in Bri- 
tain that extravagant wage 
claims could be avoided by 
introducing a system of nego- 
tiating agreements for much 
longer periods.

‘ It has been widely urged that 


this pattern of annual wage 
claims should be abandoned 
in favour of long-term agree 
ments, rather on the lines 
which have been followed, 
for example, im Many Ame- 
rican industries, and quite 
widely in eountries like Hol- 
land and Scandinavia. If
